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U of S Maintains Its 

Stand Against Expelled 

Student 



SASKATOON (CUP) -- The University of Saskatchewan 
violated a student's freedom of expression when they expelled him for 
repeatedly displaying art work they deemed libellous, says a human 
rights commission. 

Christopher Lefler, a former graduate fine arts student at the U 
of S, was suspended from the university in 1993 after the university 
removed his artwork from a student exhibition. A binder placed with his 
exhibit identified aprominent member of the Saskatchewan government 
as being homosexual. 

Lefler had the right to appeal his expulsion to the university but 
instead accused the university of discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. 

He then threatened to publish three hundred pages of letters and 
transactions between himself and the university and document the entire 
issue - an enterprise he said would be funded with a grant he was 
awarded by the Saskatchewan Arts Board. 

When the arts board subsequently withdrew its grant offer, 
Lefler filed human rights complaints against the U of S and the SAB 
saying they had neglected his right to freedom of expression and 
discriminated against him because of his sexual orientation. 

The commission says "there is probable cause to believe" that 
the U of S did indeed interfere with Lefler's freedom of expression. The 
sexual orientation complaint has been rejected as have the complaints 
against the Saskatchewan Arts Board. 

"Whether Mr. Lefler's artwork might be the subject of legiti- 
mate criticism is for others to debate. Our only conclusion is that, 
whatever reaction his artwork might provoke from the viewer, university 
officials were not justified in stifling his expression activity," the 
commission wrote in its report. 

The U of S still maintains that its actions were justified because 
they could have been threatened with legal action by the individual 
identified by Lefler's exhibit. 

"We were advised that the artwork presented potential liable, 
defamatory, or civil suits against us, so we removed the artwork and 
asked [Lefler] not to replace them," said university secretary Iain 
MacLean. 

"We haven't heard from Mr. Lefler yet, but negotiations are the 
next step," acknowledged MacLean. 

"The university's position is that we stand by our original 
decision [to permanently expel Lefler]. Successful negotiations are 
doubtful and we may very well have to go to the board of inquiry." 

Lefler, who has since moved to Toronto, said that he and his 
lawyer are currently appealing the three rejected complaints, but de- 
clined further comment. 



University closures discussed at panel

TORONTO (CUP) - It would be 
better to shut down full programs and 
institutions then to continue to force 
all 17 universities and 25 colleges in 
Ontario to survive on declining pub- 
lic funding, says the president of 
Canada's largest university. 

"I think you have to take the 
position that if you want to maintain 
public institutions with low funding 
then some of these institutions should 
be closed," Robert Prichard told a 
government panel looking at the fu- 
ture of postsecondary education in 
Ontario. 

"My fear is that no univer- 
sity would close, public policy would 
be designed to ensure none did close, 
and the quality of universities would 
continue to erode," said the Univer- 
sity of Toronto president. 

"I am afraid there will be no 
closures and we will have 17 
less-quality institutions then we have 
today and they are already signifi- 
cantly suppressed from where they 
should be," he said. 

However, Prichard spoke at 
much greater length about universi- 



ties and colleges working together to 
make due with less funding, rather 
than vying for closures. 

He recited examples of pro- 
gram amalgamations that U of T has 
accomplished in the last few years, 
including a recent debate about edu- 
cational training for undergraduate 
and graduate programs in landscape 
architecture being divided between 
Ryerson, the University of Guelph, 
andUofT. 

"It is a small example but it 
will work beautifully and the three 
universities are going to make that 
happen and there is plenty of room in 
other disciplines for similar relation- 
ships," said Prichard. 

However, advisory panel- 
list Bette Stephenson, former On- 
tario minister of education, appeared 
to savour a greater degree of zeal 
towards program closure than 
Prichard. 

As Prichard was describing 
pleasant mergers with other univer- 
sity programs, Stephenson muttered 
'that's stupid,' and proceeded to di- 
rect him to get a move on with taking 
over or closing down programs in- 
stead of working with them. 

"You think elephants take a 
long time in gestation, the gestation 
process universities go through is 
even longer.. I am saying get a move 
on," she said. 



Prichard said he was not 
advocating closing institutions as a 
first resort. 

"I am not advocating clos- 
ing a medical school," he said. 

"Well, I am," responded 
Stephenson. 

"The participation rate in 
post-secondary education in Ontario 
has been excessively high, or I mean 
gratify ingly high, in the last few years. 
The question has to be asked whether 
we are talking about quantity or qual- 
ity education for adults who want to 
go to school," she added. 

Ted Salgado, a student 
councilor at the U of, says Stephenson 
did not behave in a very democratic 
fashion fora so-called impartial panel 
member. 

"I think for someone who is 
supposed to be impartial her ques- 
tions were fairly partial. It appeared 
as if she came to the process with her 
mind already made up," he said. 

The four main points U of T 
outlined in their presentation were 
the importance of public funding of 
post-secondary education being at the 
national average, the deregulation of 
tuition fees along with the creation of 
progressive student aid programs, 
greater differentiation between uni- 
versity's roles, and the necessary rec- 
ognition of U of T's contributions to 
society as a research institution. 



Education Prof's future unclear 
amidst swirling rumours

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SASKATOON (CUP) - An educa- 
tion professor at the University of 
Saskatchewan has been suspended 
with pay for allegedly writing graffiti 
on a colleague's office door. 

While university adminis- 
trators won't comment on the case, 
one sources close to the story told the 
campus newspaper, The Sheaf, that 
security cameras in the building 
filmed Michael Murphy in the act. 

Neither Campus Security 
nor Dean of Education, Ken 
Jacknicke, would confirm or deny 
the existence of a video surveillance 
system but Jacknicke did say there 
was video security in the Education 
staff lounge a few years ago due to a 
theft problem. 

Under the Faculty Associa- 
tion's collective bargaining agree- 
ment, university president George 
Ivany must meet with Jacknicke, 
Murphy, and representatives from the 
Association to discuss the circum- 
stances surrounding the matter. 

Ivany then has thirty days to 
decide on a course of action. If he 
chooses to dismiss Murphy, the fac- 
ulty association has fourteen days to 
request an arbitration Committee 
hearing to make a binding decision 
on the matter. 

In the meantime, Murphy's 
classes have been taken over by ses- 
sional lecturers and his students are 
angry to say the least. 

"This is all a result of in- 
fighting among the faculty. It all 
tricklesdown and hurts the students," 
said one of Murphy's students. 

"Murphy is the most popu- 
lar professor with the students, but 



the faculty hates him. He's so un- 
popular because he is the only one 
who tells students the truth," said 
another student. 

"Murphy has always been a 
critic of the college [of education]. 
He says he that would rather see it 
shut down than see it continue under 
the way it's run." 

The students say they arc 
being shortchanged in the interim 
because Murphy's teaching methods 
were abstract, without a formal out- 
line or regular assignments. Grades 
were usually awarded based on con- 
stant evaluation during the class. 

The students are upset that 
they now have to start from scratch 
and familiarize themselves with a 
brand new class outline, assignment 
schedule, and lecturer. 

This isn't the first time the 
college of education has had to deal 
with a misbehaving professors. Last 
year, an education professors was 
disciplined for letting his wife teach 
his course for an entire semester. He 
got off with a reprimand from the 
university but is still employed.

On Monday, October 28th, the 
leader of the federal NDP party vis- 
ited Laurentian to meet with students. 
This was an excellent opportunity for 




students to meet an actual federal 
party leader. It was one of many stops 
this weekend in Sudbury to help 
launch the new NDP "Fair Tax" cam- 
paign. She spoke in a Political Sci- 
ence class to an audience of about 40 
students and faculty. 

The issue that came up the 
most was her Fair Tax plan that 
seemed to gather much discussion 
from the audience. She pointed out 
that over 66,000 cor- 
porations in Canada do 
not pay one cent of 
taxes and that the fed- 
eral government did 
not tax over $50 bil- 
lion in profits since it 
took office. This is an 
issue that Ms. 
McDonough feels very 
strongly about and be- 
lieves will appeal to 
Canadian voters. There 
was some debate from 
the audience about the 
logistics of the new 
federal NDP plan but 
most seemed very re- 
ceptive. 

She wanted to talk 
about issues that are 
important to students 
and after about 20 min- 
utes of speaking she 
opened the floor to 



questions to start a dis- 
cussion. Many issues 
were raised. Things 
such as the social con- 
tract and the former 
provincial NDP gov- 
ernment, native land 
claims, distinct society 
and Quebec separation, 
and same-sex benefits 
for gays and lesbians. 

It's not often 
that a federal repre- 
sentative comes to 
Sudbury, let alone Lau- 
rentian and students 
should take the oppor- 
tunity to speak to some- 
one that has the power 
to make a difference. 
Ms. McDonough was 
very humble when it 
came to the issue of the election and 
the NDP's chances. She doesn't ex- 
pect to ever become Prime Minister 
but is very optimistic for her party's 
odds at gaining official party status in 
the House of Commons. 

It was a chance to hear the 
NDP's views on the Liberal's per- 
formance in the past three years. She 
wasn't at all generous to the Liberals 
in Ottawa and the Tories in Toronto 
by attacking their record on health 
care and education. Had we had more 
time, many other questions could of 




been answered. The discussions con- 
tinued outside of the classroom and 
into the pub were she had lunch with 
about 15 students.

University recoiling after Dean's arrest for attempted murder

A prolonged period of de- 
pression, overwork and personal 
stress impaired the University of Ot- 
tawa's dean of social sciences nor- 
mal judgement last week, resulting in 
his arrest for the attempted murder of 
his mother and his resignation his 
lawyer says. 

Henry Edwards' lawyer. 
Bob Wakefield, says his client is un- 
dergoing voluntary treatment for 
acute depression which led to what 
police suspect was an overdose of 
sleeping pills administered to his 
85-year-old mother Rosalbina. 

Regional police found 
Edwards' mother in need of immedi- 
ate medical attention after Edwards, 
57, walked into the Casselman pro- 
vincial police station on Tuesday, 
Oct. 1 5 and told officers to check on 
her. 



She was taken from her 
apartment, which is adjacent to the 
Edwards family home, to the Ottawa 
Civic Hospital for treatment, and re- 
leased later that day. 

Detective-Sergeant Marc 
Pinault said Edwards was released on 
$5 ,000 bail and under conditions that 
he not return to his Nepean home and 
that he seek medical treatment at the 
Royal OttawaHospital.Edwardj .vill 
appear in court again on Nov. 25, and 
may enter a plea to the charges at that 
time. 

If convicted of attempted 
murder, Edwards could face a maxi- 
mum sentence of life in prison. 

Students, professors and 
administrators in the faculty of social 
sciences are regrouping after learn- 
ing of Edwards' arrest last week. The 
university rector accepted Edwards' 
letter of resignation with regret on 
Tuesday, said Jacques Pallascio, uni- 
versity communications officer. 

"It is a tragic event," said U 
of O legal counsel Darryl Grandbois. 



Staff and faculty are being referred to 
the university counselling services 
for assistance and support. Director 
Lise Chislett said these services were 
offered immediately after the univer- 
sity was notified of Edwards' arrest. 

"Professors are in a state of 
disbelief and concern for Henry as a 
person," said school of psychology 
director Richard Clement. 

"The doctor is very appre- 
ciative of the support and sympa- 
thetic concern shown by his col- 
leagues at the university and his stu- 
dents and all of his past associates," 
said Wakefield. 

The dean's arrest and resig- 
nation is only the latest in a series of 
misfortunes incurred by the social 
sciences faculty. It comes on the heels 
of allegations of sexual misconduct 
by other professors in the faculty. 
Criminology professor Robert Ross 
is facing 19 charges in a Kingston 
court ranging from rape to breach of 
trust, and sociology professor Jean 
Lapointe continues to teach despite 
admitting to misconduct. 



"Students are in total 
shock," said criminology student Alan 
Wilson. "I heard the news and as 
soon as I came to campus students 
were talking about it. Everyone is 
waiting to see what the administra- 
tion will do." 

Edwards has been a mem- 
ber of the U of O community since 



receiving his doctorate in psychol- 
ogy in the 1 960s. He has held various 
positions including dean of psychol- 
ogy and dean of social sciences. His 
work in the psychology of language 
acquisition was pivotal in recom- 
mending the university offer shel- 
tered courses that eased students into 
a second language.

Nowadays, economic times 
arc tough for everybody, particularly 
for students, who are expected to 
cover more and more of the operating 
costs of their education at a rapidly 
increasing rate.

some cutting of corners, considering 
the negative consequences to students 
in particular and the university in 
general. 

Although there is much con- 
cern over the high prices of books 
and supplies, Richard Morin (store 
manager) claims that the Bookstore 
is very competitive on all aspects of 
pricing. He relates that the Bookstore 
places a 20% mark-up on textbooks, 
which is on par with industry stand- 
ards across the universities, and is 
required to cover the operating ex- 
penses. Further, when confronted 
with claims that such supplies as trans- 
parencies and, ink toners could be 
purchased at the Business Depot at 
half-price, Mr. Morin's responded 
with achuckle, challenging shoppers 
to browse through the store and find 
one instance of evidence to support 
these claims (a challenge which will 
be ensued by Lambda in a following 
price-busting investigation). 

One of the biggest concerns 
regarding the "high" cost of supplies 
was voiced" by the Anthropology 
Department. It has lamented that the 
10% department discount on sup- 
plies has been arbitrarily revoked, 
suddenly and without explanation. 
This was seen as grossly unfair, and 
the Department was quick to relate 
that it is "willing to look outside the 
school for supplies and service in 
such tough economic times". This 
distressed Mr. Morin, who pointed 
out that their discounts were revoked 
so that he could reduce the overall 
mark-up on supplies. The practical 
aspect of his decision awarded lower 
prices to the general student body, as 
opposed to faculty. In this manner, 
the Bookstore has appropriately ca- 
tered to student needs. 

The biggest issue the Book- 
store has had to deal with is the obvi- 
ous chaos which has been experi- 
enced across the university: lack of a 
sufficient number of textbooks, and 
mix-ups in editions of books. Mr. 
Morin acknowledges such problems 
and offers explanations. This year, he 
has been forced to hire a new staff 
and has had little time to prepare for 
the September rush. In addition, there 
were several computer difficulties due 
to a system crash of a particular dis- 
tributor, C ANBOOK (which happens 
to supply several universities in On- 
tario). Morin claims to be working 
intensely to rectify the situation. This 
remains an excellent idea, but is of 
little comfort to students who have 
yet to receive textbooks, even after 
midterms have passed. Once again, 



hard economic times have resulted in 
losses for the students, who have 
already done more then their share by 
paying for the 20% increase in tui- 
tion. Have the student needs been 
addressed? 

The textbook ordering issue 
has been under fire by professors 
from several departments. The pro- 
cedure they followed in estimating 
the number of books required was a 
personal judgment. Who best to pre- 
dict the number of students enrolling 
in the class than the professors? The 
Bookstore, apparently. Past proce- 
dure was for the Bookstore to take it 
upon itself to further judge the accu- 
racy of this estimation, using the fol- 
lowing criteria: if the course was new, 
book orders would be at 1 00%, while 
if the course had been around for 
some time, book orders would be 
altered based on past computer data. 
Mr. Morin explained that this system 
was in place so that extra books would 
not be purchased by the Book store 
and money was not wasted (which 
would be detrimental to all; distribu- 
tors generally frown upon "buy- 
backs" at the end of the scholastic 
year). This was an obvious injustice 
to students, since reduced orders 
meant certain students would have to 
make do without texts. It was decided 
that the Bookstore would now place 
1 00% of the orders, and if any changes 
were to take place, faculty would be 
consulted. 

This old system of adjusting 
placed orders has had negative ef- 
fects on the university. In addition to 
tarnishing the Bookstore's image, 
such actions have prompted profes- 
sors to work against the system by 
either omitting the number of stu- 
dents enrolled in their class, or sim- 
ply ordering several extra copies, just 
to be safe. Some professors have even 
resorted todealing privately with dis- 
tributors, acourse of action Mr. Morin 
describes as "almost illegal". In addi- 
tion, Mr. Morin reveals the fault of 
professors, claiming that at least 30% 
of their orders were placed very late 
in the year. To stop this, the Book- 
store will become strict with submis- 
sion deadlines. Meanwhile, things 
have again worked against the stu- 
dents, who have been kept behind in 
their course work until recently. 

Yet another issue the Book 
store has had to contend with is that 
of badly perceived customer service 
(including hours of operation). Mr. 
Morin has received several com- 
plaints regarding the inefficiency of 
his staff, and relates the problem to 



the fact that most senior staff have 
left, and there hasn't been enough 
time for proper training. In response 
to an upcoming petition by the AEF 
regarding inadequate service, Mr. 
Morin has set up a training program 
entitled Connections intended to im- 
prove customerrelations. In response 
to complaints regarding store hours, 
Morin states the obvious: the prob- 
lem is one of economic hardship. To 
keep the store open on weekends and 
until late at night is simply too costly. 
He has offered helpful ideas, includ- 
ing opening the store one Saturday of 
every month, and keeping the store 
open until shorlty past seven (during 
initial registration periods), that is if 
professors would be wiling to send 
students to purchase their books at 
the beginning of class. 

Hard times call for hard meas- 
ures, and despite the fact that cuts are 
something everybody has todeal with, 
students are shelling out even greater 
sums of money. It is only fair that 
they receive adequate servics. Mr. 
Morin points out that the Bookstore 
"donates" money to a number of stu- 
dent associations, but it is question- 
able that he has a say on how student 
money will be distributed (students 
have the right to decide where their 
money and efforts will be best suited). 
Tough economic times mean that 
comers will have to be cut, but at how 
much cost to the students? They can 
already expect annual increases for 
the next few years, but it would ap- 
pear that quality of service for quan- 
tity of money is something of a luxury. 
The Common Sense Revolution im- 
plies that students should cover oper- 
ating expenses, and should be aware 
of the cutting of extra frills. What- 
ever the case, it remains the responsi- 
bility of every one of us to ensure that 
we are getting "adequate services". 
Perhaps we can access the "wealth of 
resources found within the institu- 
tion" (as related by one professor) to 
improve services. For now, Lambda 
will do its share by investigating the 
"price challenge" given by the Book- 
store. An invitation goes out to all for 
their input, since we are all affected 
by the economic burden.

Reform has seen its number of 
scandals and had to discipline a few 
of their MP's because of things said. 
Many Canadians still see Reform as 
an extremist regional party and I don't 
blame them. We all know that re- 
gionalism in the House of Commons 
can eventually tear the country apart. 



You cannot exclude Reform when 
talking of regionalism. People want 
to vote for a national party and not a 
regional one. Reform's progress in 
Ontario and the Maritimes has been 
unproductive and the Liberals are 
banking on it. 

The majority of the Liberal 
supporters that lean left are abandon- 
ing the party. As I have said for the 
past two years now, there is not 
enough room for three right-winged 
parties in Canada. The government's 
main objectives were deficit reduc- 
tion and job creation. On the first 
point, they have done it at the ex- 
pense of health care and education. 
The government ' s job creation record 
is not a very good one. Even though 
the Liberals promised to deliver on a 
long-term job creation program, they 
failed miserably. The unemployment 
figures are still sky-high and the Lib- 
erals are trying to play it down. Watch 
for scandals that rocked the govern- 
ment to resurface soon. 

Many issues that left-winged 
voters take seriously were very much 
neglected by the Liberals. Issues like 
health care, unemployment insurance, 
the environment, jobs and the GST 
are not the Liberal's strong points. 
We must take into account what is 
being said and what has been done. 
Anybody can give themselves more 
of a passing grade if they are confi- 
dent. Actions speak louder than words 
and many delegates at the Liberal 
Convention feel the same way most 
Canadians do. The government has 
not done enough and we should de- 
mand more. 

It's difficult to know exactly 
what the Canadian public wants. Until 
we have a fiscally responsible and 
socially aware left-winged govern- 
ment, Ray Marks will continue to 
criticize. 



practice this freedom. We believe in 
rational justice, but spin that justice 
to reflect so-called community stand- 
ards. 

While it may be unpalatable 
to many, the conservative movement 
must start supporting rational gay 
leaders. Our aims are often the same. 
We both preach individualism. We 
both are wary of government influ- 
ence in our lives. If you will permit 
me to play with stereotypes, gays are 
often fiscally conservative and hard 
on crime. The problem? Each is 
suspicious of the other. Gays, be- 
cause conservatives have given them 
little reason to be supportive; and 
conservatives because of the former's 
traditional support for the left. 

Take the Republican Party in 
the United States. For years Rich 
Tafel has run an organization called 
the Log Cabin Republicans. It is a 
group of gay Republicans. It is also 
a group that has received the cold 
shoulder from the party since its in- 
ception. During the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in San Diego, the 
group found it hard to meet with any 
prominent Republican. Is conserva- 
tism so strong in the United States 
that the Republicans can throw away 
support? Ask Bob Dole in a few 
weeks if a potential 2-3% of the vote 
would have been somewhat useful. 

The gay community, too, has 
committed some errors. Many have 
politicized a lifestyle, making it de- 
batable on moral grounds, by those 
with different moralities. Others call 
for government protection, not real- 
izing that it's always executed incor- 
rectly. Still more call for recognition 
of gay marriages as equal to those of 
heterosexual marriages, making two 
mistakes; the first, believing they need 
the approval of the state and society 
to marry, and second, the demand for 
spousal benefits. If I am to oppose 
the government subsidized hetero- 
sexual marriages, why would I sup- 




port subsidization of gay marriages? 
Others ostracize gays for being con- 
servatives, calling them traitors to 
their lifestyle (something that the Log 
Cabin Republicans have heard for 
years). 

Regardless though, both 
movements can co-exist peacefully. 
We may not approve of each other's 
complete platform, but concerning 
the main ideas of individualism and 
freedom, both movements are ide- 
ally suited to each other. Even if gays 
rebuff our entreaties, it is still a moral 
obligation for us to fight those who 
oppose gays. 

If you cannot bring yourself 
to supporting some gay issues, be- 
cause of whatever obligations you 
have, I can understand it. After all, 
most gays look at conservatism as 
right-wing extremists only interested 
in burning them at the stake or send- 
ing them all to Fire Island and keep- 
ing them there, a perception both 
correct and incorrect. But seriously, 
consider combating only the extrem- 
ist gay collectivists are an opponent 
we can all agree on. 

All of this brings me to a se- 
ries of incidents that have occurred at 
Laurentian University. While here a 
few days ago, I heard of the case of a 



woman who is in effect being hounded 
out of residency because she is a 
lesbian. She has been verbally at- 
tacked by both males and females 
because of her sexuality. She is not 
going to another city to pursue her 
studies. I do not know the specifics 
of who she is, who has verbally har- 
assed her and in which residency this 
was taking place, but it is one of the 
more disturbing things I've heard yet 
at Laurentian. Those who have har- 
assed this woman are not conserva- 
tives, they are sophomoric and their 
behavior is disgusting at best. What 
power they must think they have, 
being able to completely change a 
person's life and get them to move 
out of a city. What is happening to 
this woman is something that all con- 
servatives have to fight against. Irra- 
tional intolerance is crime against the 
intellect and freedom, and it is our 
duty to expose those who carry on in 
this fashion. You don't have to wear 
a hokey red ribbon, but you can speak 
up. It's your duty.

Finding a job in this day 
and age can be a really frustrating 
experience.

too, but if you can avoid using 
paper to sell yourself, do it in per- 
son - it leaves a lasting impression 
and you will stand out in thecrowd. 

4) Keep a roladex of personal con- 
tacts you have made while at Uni- 
versity. These acquaintances may 
be able to help you out some day. 
Include professors, your peers and 
anyone else you have met during 
your university career. 

5) Networking is the key to finding 
a job. The more people you inform 
about your personal job search, the 
greater your chances of success 
will be. Everyone will be on the 
lookout for you! If you told 10 of 
your acquaintances about your 
mission - it is likely that at least 50 
people will know about your quest 
in a very short period of time. News 
travels!

This column is based on questions or suggestions received by staff members of the J.N. Desmarais library either 
personally or on the Compliments / Questions / Suggestions form that may be filled out near the exit of the library. 

Question: Can I search the CD-ROM indexes from home? 

Answer: No, but... during November the J.N. Desmarais will be conducting a free trial of the database 

FirstSearch for Laurentian students. FirstSearch is the first of several online search systems that Desmarais library 
will be examining in the upcoming months. 

FirstSearch is a large reference database which allows you to search many of the indexes and 
abstracts that the library currently subscribes to, from a remote location (either the computer labs or your home). 
Beyond finding citations to articles, FirstSearch also offers certain articles full-text online, and various methods of 
ordering the full-text of other articles. During the trial period any articles that are full-text online can be retrieved 
free of charge, but articles received by fax or mail must be charged to a credit card number. 

To receive the login passwords to the FirstSearch system you must come to the main reference 
desk on the 2nd floor of the J.N. Desmarais library anytime after Nov. 1 st during regular reference hours. You will 
be asked for your student number and login name at this time. Note: you must have an internet account either with 
Laurentian or an outside provider to participate in the trial. The account can be text-based or graphical. 

Documentation explaining the system will be available in both English and French on the 
Desmarais library newsgroups on localnews. 

Question: Est-ce que je peux consulter le reseau des CD-ROM de la maison? 

Reponse: Pendant le mois de novembre la bibliotheque J.N. Desmarais offrira a titre d'essai des recherches 

gratuites dan la base de donn6es FirstSearch. II s'agit d'un de plusieurs systemes que la bibliotheque examinera 
dans les mois a venir. 

FirstSearch vous permet de faire une recherche dans plusieurs index et resumes analytiques 
auxquels la bibliotheque s'abonne actuellement, a partir d'un terminal branche sur l'intemet. En plus de trouver 
de references, FirstSearch fournit les textes integraux de quelques articles, en ligne ou par fax. II est a noter que 
si vous recevez les documents par fax ou par courrier regulier, vous devrez debourser une somme payable par carte 
de credit seulement. 

Afin de recevoir vos mots de passe pour le systeme rendez vous au comptoir de reference de 
bibliotheque a partir du 1 novembre pendant les heures de service. Vous devrez fournir votre numero d'etudiant et 
votre addresse electronique. Notez bien que vous devez obtenir un compte internet a 1'universite ou avec un 
fournisseur commercial avan de participer. FirstSearch accepte les logiciels de navigation en mode texte et en mode 
graphique. 

La documentation sur le systeme sera disponible en francais et en anglais dans les groupes de 
nouvelles Desmarais dans localnews.

On October 25th and 26th, students from 
Laurentian University participated in the Metro 
Toronto Days of Action. The protests, which 
were the fifth of their kind during the previous 
two years, focused on the policies of Mike 
HarrisConscrvative government. The events in- 
cluded an education rally, and cross picketing on 
Thursday, and a massive rally that was attended 
by well over 100,000 people on Friday. The 
cross-picketing was designed to effectively shut 
the city down for one day. Cross picketing is the 
act of using workers to picket at businesses other 
than those that they are employed at. This is done 
in situations such as a general strike because of 
the rules in most collective bargaining agreements 
that prohibit workers from setting up pickets at

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Academic Appeals

Over the school year, prob- 
lems may arise that could make at- 
taining one's goal very difficult to 
achieve. These problems may in- 
clude medical, personal, financial or 
academic difficulties. It is for these 
reasons that Laurentian University 
has an appeals process in place. An 
academic appeal is defined as an ap- 
peal made by a student against a 
decision as to his/her success or fail- 
ure in meeting an academic standard 
or other requirements. A student 
may appeal not only a course, but 
also the tests and assignments that 
are a part of the final product of a 
course. There are certain formal pro- 
cedures that one must go through in 
order to be granted an appeal. 
The Department or School 

When do you appeal? Ac- 
cording to the Terms of Reference of 
Laurentian University: any student 
who is dissatisfied with a grade, or 
decision of the instructor, or an entire 
course, is expected to discuss the 
matter with the instructor and/or de- 
partment chair/school director. In 
the event the student is not satisfied 
with this informal session, the stu- 
dent may submit a formal appeal to 
the department. 

All appeals are submitted in 
writing to the Department Chairman/ 



School Director setting out: 

a) the grade, decision, or conduct 
being appealed; 

b) the relevant dates on which the 
grade was assigned, the decision 
taken, or conduct occurred; 

c) full details of the grounds on which 
the appeal is made, including copies 
of all relevant documents; and 

d) the precise relief request. 

When writing your appeal it is 
best to keep it brief. One should also 
make sure that the appeal, regarding 
what happened, is understood by eve- 
ryone, even someone who has not 
been involved in the appeal. Before 
handing in your appeal it is recom- 
mended that someone read it over. 
This may mean having a friend check 
it over or possibly bringing it by the 
SGA office to go over the appeal. 
The appeal should be sure to include 
a statement of confirmation that the 
matter under appeal was discussed 
with the instructor and/or Depart- 
ment Chairman/School Director. 

Notice: appeals to this com- 
mittee must be made within 30 days 
of the publication of the grade, or 
the conduct being appealed. 
The Senate Committee on Student 
Appeals 

If a student is unsatisfied with 
the decision of the Department/ 
School Committee, and such deci- 
sion affects a student's academic 
standing, the student may appeal the 
decision to the Committee of Student 
Appeals within 30 days of receipt of 
the decision. (Academic standing in- 
cludes whether or not a student is 



allowed to continue in their program 
or may proceed but are on probation.) 
The Senate Committee on student 
appeals shall hear student appeals 
from decisions of Department/ 
School/Faculty Appeals Committees 
that affect a student 's academic stand- 
ing, and of the actions of Officers of 
the University arising from such com- 
mittee decisions. 

All appeals must be submit- 
ted on the approved form setting out: 

a) the Department/School or Faculty 
Appeals Committee which consid- 
ered the appeal in the first instance; 

b) the decision of the Committee and/ 
or action of the University Officer 
which is being appealed; 

c) the name of the Faculty member or 
University Officer whose action is 
being grieved; 

d) the relevant dates on which the 
decisions or actions were taken, ap- 
peals launched, and hearings held; 

e) the precise ground on which the 
appeal is being based; and 

f) the precise relief being asked for. 

The notice of appeal shall have 
appended to it, the decisions of the 
department/school appeals commit- 
tee or university officer. 

The SGA will be lobby ad- 
ministration and faculty this year to 
have the appeals policy changed and 
will also be asking the students for 
help in the process.

The trip from Laurentian was 
organized by the Coalition for Social 
Justice. Billeting was provided for 
the students at Ryerson University. 
Students were joined in the protest by 
members of almost every trade union 
in Ontario, as well as members of 
various other community and social 
justice groups. 

Students from the University 
took part in all facets of the two day 
protest. Laurentian students were 
first involved in the activities at four 
in the morning on Thursday when 
they joined trade unionists in setting 
up pickets at the central post office in 
Toronto and at the Liquor Control 
Board of Ontario Central Warehouse. 
As the day progressed some of the 
Laurentian contingent joined with 
students from Ryerson, Carlton and 
Guelph in setting up an information 
demonstration outside of the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. All students joined 
together on Thursday afternoon to 
march from Ryerson to the Ministry 
of Education at the comer of Bay and 
Wellesley streets. This protest was 
attended by approximately 10,000 
other students from across the prov- 
ince. Students in Ontario have shown 
a particular distaste for the policies of 
the present government due to the 
fact that tuition fees have risen over 
the past year, along with class sizes. 

On Friday, all protesters gath- 
ered at the Princess gate at the foot of 
Bathurst A venue to march to Queen ' s 
Park. During the protest the demon- 
strators passed the Metro Toronto 



Convention Centre, where Premier 
Mike Harris was involved in a Pro- 
gressive Conservative policy conven- 
tion. This was the site of the only 
ugly incident of the day, as a handful 
of members of a group called the Anti 
Racist Action began to hurdle rocks 
at the Convention Centre. According 
to Police figures, the march was at- 
tended by only between 40,000 and 
75,000 people. Protest organizers on 
the other hand estimate that as many 
as 300,000 protesters were in fact in 
attendance. Organizers point to the 
fact that buses alone brought 75,000 
protesters in from out of town for the 
event. It is likely that this was the 
largest protest in province history. 

Many in attendance thought 
that the protest had more of the feel of 
a celebration that of a demonstration. 
Instead of the usual long list of speak- 
ers, the demonstrators were treated to 
performances by such artists as Bruce 
Cockburn, Billy Bragg and Moxy 
Fruvous. Many of the demonstrators 
marched with children and pets. 

It is unclear what the future direc- 
tion of the movement's fight against 
Mike Harris will be. There are some 
in the Labour movement that advo- 
cate a one day, province wide general 
strike in early May. Others, suggest 
a general strike of an undetermined 
length in the same vein as the Paris 
general strike of the previous year. 
What ever the choice, it is clear that 
many people from across Ontario are 
dissatisfied with the current direction 
of the Harris government.

The physicians later realized Mark 
had suffered for Cyanide poisoning 
that was placed in to his candy. 
After a long autopsy, police con- 
cluded that it was his father who 
placed the poison in Mark's candy.

What ever makes people 
act like this I will never know, I 
really do not think there is a punish- 
ment that is justifiable for these peo- 
ple. These were just a few exam- 
ples of what Halloween does to some 
people.

March 3, 1938 

Today, Helen and I came across one 
of the delightful old southern man- 
sions. We decided to stop and make 
a study of the place. Helen was 
especially interested in taking some 
color pictures to illustrate our lecture 
series in the fall. 

Although no one was home, we felt 
than no one would mind us taking a 
look around the place. 
We both felt it a shame that the 
owners let the place rundown. It was 
probably beautiful in its day 
It could still be renovated, but not 
without a lot of money being spent. 
After some shots of the house from 
the front and side, I noticed a build- 
ing in the back of the house. 
No one was to stop us, so we moved 
back there to take a look. The ground 
of the back was more shabby than the 
front, but seeing how much needed 
done, it would be impossible without 
major construction work. Part of the 
mansion was still livable, though not 
very secure. 

The building we were nearing did not 
seem as worn down. It was remark- 
ably in fine condition. It was built a 
lot later. I estimated it as no more 
than twenty years old. It was made of 
gray stone. Somebody probably had 
lived in the old house not too long 
ago. 

Helen wanted to gel a picture 
of the sarcophagus, with the light 
laying over . After the first shot, we 



heard movement outside and a man 
yelled at us.

The man ex- 
plained that he wasn't mad, but that 
we still should not come in here.

Once again apologized and told him 
we didn't want any legal trouble. He 
said we were already in enough trou- 
ble, none of it being legal, because it 
didn't matter to "him". "They called 
him Mr. Tomas when he was living!. 
They now call him "The dead man 
that walks,". He is dead but the towns 
people see him walking him at night. 

He walks away 

Another man appears and begins to 
tell a story about Thomas... 
A week before he died, he told me 
that as long as I live, I was to take care 
of this place. "Cause if I didn't he's 
come back and kill me. Thenhedied. 
Just like that, he was put in here in 



that coffin. 

"One night , about two months later 
when the moon was full, I heard a 
noise. And when I had come out to 
look I saw the door to this place, and 
him came out. I heard his footsteps, 
a horrifying sound. He then appeared 
and I saw his face. He looked straight 
at me. I heard him say "They have 
disturbed me, and the moon has awak- 
ened me,". Then he vanished 

The next day I heard that Ralph 
Cummins died the night before, 
screaming something about not mean- 
ing to go in to the mausoleum. I knew 
who killed him." 

"This has been happening for the past 

ten years since he's been dead. "Folks 

around here say that he'll follow you 

around wherever you go if you come 

inside here." 

"Why have you not been killed yet?" 

I asked, thinking that I have caught 

him in a lie. 

"Cause he needs me. "He ain't gonna 

kill me. But if I was you, I'd get out 

of this part of the country." 



March 3, later 

I sit here and write these words. It is 

late and the moon has risen in to the 

sky. Helen is standing by the window 

looking out.

Yet I know that a few months from 
now I will laugh at the memory of my 
fright. However, in the morning, I do 
believe that we will leave this place. 
Helen is glad. She doesn't not be- 
lieve the caretaker's story, but she is 
concerned, just as I. 

March 3, still later 

When I joined Helen at the window, 

a husky man appeared on the street 

below. He looked up at us. 

The thing that I noticed first was his 

face. Pale and pasty looking. Helen 

was startled by his eyes — two bright 

coals of fire, just as the caretaker had 

described. 

The man who ever he was, left down 

the street after about ten minutes. He 

has given us quite a fright. If I had felt 

any doubts as to whether we should 

leave this place, they have all been 

dispelled now. I don't know what to 

believe. 

Helen has just gone to bed, I think I 

shall do the same. 

March 4, 1938 

Upon settling down to bed last night 
we heard footsteps coming from the 
room above us. I called down to the 
desk clerk, who only told us that the 
room above ours was unoccupied. 
We left the hotel a short time after 
hearing the steps. We went immedi- 
ately to our car and drove all night 
long and all day. 

We stopped in motel about a thou- 
sand miles away. It was great know- 
ing that he can not follow us. 
I am going to bed now. 

March 5, 1938 

Last night was not very comfortable 

either as we heard the same footsteps 



outside our room, and Helen saw his 
face outside the window. 
This morning when I went to pay the 
bill, the man who owns the motel said 
that a strange pasty faced man had 
been in earlier and told him to tell me 
that he would follow me. 

March 11, 1938 

It is impossible to get any work done. 

Everywhere we go, he's there also. 

March 16,1938 

The clerk told us this guy had said it 
was OK for us to ahead because he 
was going to follow us any way's. 

April 18, 1938 

Another disturbing night without 

sleep. More footsteps outside the 

hall 

May 15, 1938 

I don't know what to do anymore. 
He is always there. The only sleep 
we get is in the car while we are 
running away. 

May 30, 1938 

Helen and I argued today. Since 
we've been on the run, that seems 
that is all we do now. She suggested 
we go home now. I fear that he will 
stalk us there, too. She felt it was the 
only place left to turn. I didn't know 
what to do or say, so we left home. 

June 23, 1938 

We arrived this evening. I called 
Gary as soon as we got home. He said 
he'd be out within the hour to see us. 

June 24, 1938 

Gary wasn't able to help us in any- 
way. I did not really expect any help. 
I was hoping he was able to offer 
some kind of advice as to what to do. 
However, last night was the first 



night I did not think of his presence. 
Maybe Helen is right he won't follow 
us. 

July 3, 1938 

We have not seen, nor heard, any- 
thing unusual since we first came 
home. I feel as a man might feel who 
has been given a new lease on life. 

July 10, 1938 
Still nothing. 

August 19, 1938 

For the past two months the feeling of 

peace and security has enveloped the 

house. Helen and I have been able to 

around with no sense of danger or 

dread. But last night that feeling was 

shattered.... 

According to one of their family 
friends (Gary?) my Great Uncle Bill 
went upstairs to investigate some foot- 
steps, leaving my great Aunt Helen 
down stairs alone. 
When he got to the room that the 
noise came from, he found it empty. 
Going back downstairs, he found 
Helen, dead, with her eyes wide open. 

August 23, 1938 

I sit here in a empty house, writing 
this. I know that Thomas will come 
for me too. I write this in the hope 
that someone will find it. Read it. 
And maybe understand my death. 
It is lonely here. Yet, suddenly I feel 
as if I am not alone. Someone is here 
with me, I just know it. 
He is here in this room with me. I am 
afraid to turn and meet him. Those 
eyes of his burning in to me. Yet, I 
must. I pray that someone reads this. 
Perhaps he will.

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Q& A origins of Halloween 



Why was the end of summer of sig- 
nificance to the Celts? 

The Celts were a pastoral people as 
opposed to an agricultural people. 
The end of summer was significant to 
them because it meant the time of 
year when the structure of their lives 
changed radically. The cattle were 
brought down from the summer pas- 
tures in the hills and the people were 
gathered into the houses for the long 
winter nights of story-telling and 
handicrafts. 

What does it have to do with a festival 
of the dead? 

The Celts believe that when people 
died, they went to a land of eternal 
youth and happiness called Tir nan 
Og. They did not have the concept of 
heaven and hell that the Christian 
church later brought into the land. 
The dead were sometimes believed 
to be dwelling with the Fairy Folk, 
who lived in the numerous mounds 
or sidhc (pron. "Shee") that dotted 
the Irish and Scottish countryside. 
Samhain was the new year to the 
Celts. In the Celtic belief system, 
turning points, such as the time be- 
tween one day and the next, the meet- 
ing of sea and shore, or the turning of 
one ucar into the next were seen as 
magickal times. The turning of the 
year was the most potent of these 
times. This was the time when the 
"veil between the worlds" was at its 



thinnest, and the living could com- 
municate with their beloved dead in 
Tir nan Og. 

What about the evil aspects that we 
associate with the night today? 

The Celts did not have demons and 
devils in their belief system. The 
fairies, however, were often consid- 
ered hostile and dangerous to hu- 
mans because they were seen as be- 
ing resentful of men taking over their 
lands. On this night, they would 
sometimes trick humans into becom- 
ing lost in the fairy mounds, where 
they would be trapped forever. After 
the coming of the Christians to the 
Celtic lands, certain of the folk saw 
the fairies as those angles who had 
sided neither with God or with Luci- 
fer in their dispute and thus were 
condemned to walk the earth until 
judgement day. In addition to the 
fairies, many humans were abroad on 
this night, causing mischief. Since 
this night belonged neither to one 
year, or to another, Celtic folks be- 
lieved that chaos reigned and the peo- 
ple would engage in "horseplay and 
practical". This also served as a final 
outlet forhigh spirits before the gloom 
of winter set in. 

What about "Trick or treat". 

During the course of these hijinks, 
many of the people would imitate the 
fairies and go from house to house 



begging for treats. Failure to supply 
the treats would usually result in prac- 
tical jokes being visited on the owner 
of the house. Since the fairies were 
abroad on this night, and offering of 
food or milk was frequently left for 
them on the steps of the house, so the 
homeowner could gain the blessings 
of the "good folk", for the coming 
year. Many of the households would 
also leave out a "dumb supper", for 
the spirits of the departed. The folks 
who were abroad in the night imitat- 
ing the fairies ould sometimes carry 
turnips carved to represent faces. The 
is the origin of our modem jack-o- 
Lantem. 

How was the religious festival ob- 
served? 

Unfortunately, we know very little 
about that. W.G. Wood-Martin, in 
his book, "Traces of the Elder Faiths 
of Ireland"states", "There is 
comparitively little trace of religion 
of the Druids now discoverable, save 
in the folklore of the peasantry, and 
the references relative to it that occur 
in ancient and authentic Irish manu- 
scripts are, as far as present appear- 
ances go, Meagre and insufficient to 
support anything like a sound theory 
for full development of the ancient 
religion. The Druids were the priests 
of the Celtic peoples. They passed on 
their teachings by oral tradition in- 
stead of commiting them to writing, 
so when they perished, most of their 



religious teachings were lost. We do 
that this festival was know as one of 
the four great "Fire festivals" of the 
Celts. Legends tell us that on this 
night, all of the hearth fires in Ireland 
were extinglished, and then relit from 
the central fire of the Druids at 
Tlachtga, 1 2 miles from the royal hill 
of Tara. 

What about sacrifices? 

Animals were certainly killed during 
this time of year. This was the time to 
"cull" from the herds those animals 
which were not desired for breeding 
purposes for the next year. Most 
certainly, some of these would have 
been done in a ritualistic manner for 
the use of the priesthood. 

Where humans sacrificed? 

Scholars are sharply divided on this 
account, with about half believing 
that it took place and half doubting its 
veracity. Ceasar and Tacitus cer- 
tainly tells tales of human sacrifices 
of the Celts, but Nora Chadwick 
points out in her book "The Celts", 
that it was not without interest that 
the Romans themselves had abol- 
ished human sacrifices not long be- 
fore Ceasar's time, and references to 
practice among various barbarian 
peoples have certain overtones of self 
righteousness. There is little direct 
archaeological evidence relevant to 
Celtic sacrifice. The only surviving 



story echoes the story of the Minotaur 
in Greek legend. The Fomorians, a 
race of evil giants said to inhabit 
portions of Ireland before the coming 
of the Tuatha de Danaan, or "People 
of the Goddessess Danu", Demanded 
the Sacrifice of 2/3 of the corn, milk, 
and first bom children of the FirBolg, 
or human Inhabitats of Ireland. The 
De Danaan ended this practice in the 
second battle of Moy Tura, which 
incidentlly took place on Samhain. 

What other practices were associated 
with this season? 

Folk tradition tells us of many divi- 
nation practices associated with 
Samhain. Among the most common 
were divinations dealing with mar- 
riage, weather and the coming for- 
tunes for the year. These were per- 
formed via such methods as ducking 
for apples, apple pealing. Ducking 
for apples was a marriage divination 
. The first person to bite the apple 
would be the first to marry in the 
upcoming year. Apple pealing was a 
divination tosee how long your like 
will be. The longer the unbroken 
apple peal, the longer your life was 
destined to be. In Scotland, people 
would place stones in the ashes of the 
hearth before retiring for the night. 
Anyone whose stone had been dis- 
turbed during the night was said to be 
destined to die during the coming 
year.

Prepare cake and Gelatin accord- 
ing to package directions. Except 
use 9" round cake pans for the 
cake. Cut a smaller circle out of 
one cake and using it as a head. Fill 
the hole left over gelatin. Place the 
other layer on top and trim to shape. 
To prepare frosting, in a mixing 
bowl, add blue food coloring lo 
chocolate frosting until black in 
color. Frost cake black. Then, use 
the black licorice as legs and 
gumballs as eyes. 



Tongues on toast 

8 slices of white bread 
8 slices bologna 
mustard 

Directions: Cut each slice of bread 
into shape of lips, with a slit in the 
middle. Cut bologna into strips 
that look like tongues.

Critic In The Book Shelves

This week's book review is 
a little different. For the past few 
months I have been seeing previews 
in the theater for a new movie called 
Sleepers. It looked like a good 
movie and I couldn't wait to see it. 
Then, about two weeks ago, I found 
out from a few people the movie 
was based on a novel by Lorenzo 
Carcaterra. I was told the novel 
was fantastic, so I decided to read it 
before the movie was released. 

The story is based on the 
lives of fourboys growing up in Hell's 
Kitchen, New York. The main char- 
acter's name is Lorenzo but goes by 
the name Shakes. If the name of the 
kid sounds familiar, it is! The book is 
based on the true story of 
Carcaterra's life. The book is sec- 
tioned off into three stories. The first 
is about the friendship that is formed 
by these four boys and all the pranks 
they get into. You meet all the people 
in their lives including Father Bobby 
and Fat Mancho who become impor- 
tant influences on the boys lives. The 
book is a very happy, uplifting story 
until you get to the second section. 
One of the boys' pranks backfires 
and they accidentally injure a man by 
hitting him with a run away hot dog 
cart. From there the book drops into 
the dark and disturbing world of the 
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youth detention center where the four 
boys are sent. This section becomes 
very sick and disturbing for the reader 
as you find out about beatings, abuse, 
and rapes the boys suffer at the hands 
of their guards. There is so much 
contrast between the first and second 
sections that you start to forget all the 
good things in the boys lives outside 
the walls of the detention center. 

The third section centers 
around the killing of the main guard, 
Nokes, by two of the boys when they 
are in their late twenties. The story is 
still very dark as the two free friends 
work to acquit the other two men. All 
the time trying to avenge the past 
against the three remaining guards 
and the detention center. This book is 
one of the best I have read, but I must 
warn you again, it is a very perplex- 



ing and graphic novel. For those of 
you who do read this book, the epi- 
logue does help you forget all the 
disturbing facts you read and brings 
about a happy ending. 

Now to the movie. This is one 
of the few movies I have seen where 
they do a good job of keeping up with 
the novel. It isn't exact, but they did 
the best they could. The movie stars 
Jason Patric (Shakes), Kevin Ba- 
con (Nokes), Robert DeNiro (Fa- 
ther Bobby), Dustin Hoffman, Brad 
Pitt, and a host of others. The movie 
at some points seems to be a Hell's 
Kitchen version of Stand By Me, 
and drags out (almost two and a half 
hours long), but is worth seeing. 

Some important scenes from 
the novel are missing from the movie, 
but so is the graphic violence and 
sexual abuse. The movie is filmed in 
a way that you know what is happen- 
ing, but you don't actually witness it. 
The only truly violent scene is the 
football game between the inmates 
and the guards. This scene actually 
plays out more brutally on the screen 
than it does in the novel. 

Without reading the novel, 
you might lose some important infor- 
mation not shown in the movie; none- 
theless, the movie is worth watching. 
I highly recommend reading this 
novel, especially if you plan on see- 
ing the movie. The novel is a great 
piece of writing, and even though the 
story seems to lead the reader down a 
dark path, there is light at the end of 
the tunnel. Don't miss this novel; 
Sleepers by Lorenzo Carcaterra.

I've had to do a great deal of 
explaining on ac- 
count of these guys.

Not So Subversive- 



I Shot Andy Warhol shows the flip side of the 1960's counter culture

If Marv H.irron. the writer 
directorofl Shot Andy Warhol is to 
be believed, Valerie Solanas was not 
a vers nice person. Solanas, the .hi 
ihor of the S.C.U.M Mamti Ho, 
mooched off her friends, most ol 
whom, like her. bad next to nothing. 
She hated men. hut she didn't seem to 
like women much, cither. She had .in 
abrasive personality, which she never 
teli the need to soften la gel along 
with other people, even when she 
warned something from them.. Espc 
ciallj when she wanted something 
from them, 

Despite this, or perhaps be- 
cause oi ii. she commands our atten- 
tion. 



I Shot Andy Warhol is an 

antidote to all the romantic myths 
developing around the famous painter 
and the group of avant garde film- 
makers, socialites and musicians 
(most famously the Velvet Under- 
ground) who surrounded him in his 
studio, the Factory. In biographies 
and documentaries on "the scene." 
the Factory has come to represent the 
height of the 1 960' s fashionable coun- 
ter-culture soeiety. 

By focusing on Solanas, who 
was a minor character in the saga of 
the studio, Harron gives us a different 
view of 60's New York. Solanas 
lived a meager hand-to-mouth exist- 
ence on the streets, marginalized b> 
her lesbianism, poverty and the ex- 
tremity w ith which she expressed her 
\ iews. 

I lie film contains many ex- 
cerpts ol the M aaufesto (read by Lili 
Taylor, whose brilliant portrayal oi 
Solanas evokes sympathy and dis- 



gust.) Stripped of their rhetorical 
excesses, it is easy to reconcile many 
of her central beliefs with contempo- 
rary feminist theory. 

You would expect that 
Solanas would naturally fit in with 
the other marginal ized characters who 
were creating their own culture at the 
Factory, but. from the beginning, they 
rejected her. At first, Warhol ac- 
cepted a copy of her play. Up Your 
Ass, which Solanas wanted him to 
produce. But he never actually read 
it. he just liked the title. When other 
members of the Factory told him it 
was terrible, he uxik them at their 
word and forgot it all about it. 

The viewer is left with the 
sense th.it the male members of the 
Factor) had a misogynist, double 
standard which gave them the free- 
dom to be who the) wanted, but forced 
the female members of the factory to 
conform to standards of beauty and 
bchjy lour not tixi far removed from 



mainstream society. (There are scenes 
of women being encouraged to wear 
makeup and show parts of their bod- 
ies for the pleasure of the men.) 
Solanas, particularly in S.C.U.M. 
Manifesto, rallied against such sex- 
ism, so it should come as no surprise 
that she didn't fit in at the Factory. 
Nobody rejects Solanas outright — at 
least not until close to the end of the 
film — but she is repeatedly ignored 
and pushed aside for other, more con- 
formist, women. 

Much of I Shot Andy Warhol 
is taken up w ith Solanas' attempts to 
get Warhol just to pay attention to 
her, initially to get her play produced, 
but eventually because she wanted, 
on some emotional level, to be part of 
his gliitering seenc. Frustrated in all 
her efforts to be taken seriously by 
anybod) at the factory. Solanas re- 
sorts to the shooting referred to in the 
title. 

Although clearly emotionally 



disturbed, Harron believes Solanas 
was "very brilliant and very ahead of 
her time." Harron's film indicts the 
counter-culture which, although it 
preached inciusivity, especially of 
those who had been rejected by the 
"mainstream" culture, set up its own 
standards of social acceptability. 

I Shot Andy Warhol is the 
kind of film which will leave most 
viewers wanting more. On the one 
hand, it doesn't delve into life at the 
Factory in any detail, which viewers 
interested in that time and place will 
find frustrating. On the other hand. I 
would have liked to have see Solanas' 
psychology developed in greater 
depth. 

But. these arc relativity minor 
problems. I Shot Andy Warhol is a 
powerful portrait of a woman on the 
fringes of the counter-culture of the 
1960's.

Are You Afraid of the Paths?

As an off-campus student, I 
walk the paths through the campus of 
Laurentian every day and night. It 
can get pretty strange back there in 
the dark, but not many people actu- 
ally know the history of the path. I, 
along with other Laurentian students, 
have noticed a strange and bizarre 
sight at night. Many people walk the 
paths and pay little attention to whom 
they are actually passing. There is 
one person in particular who should 
stand out in the minds of many stu- 
dents. He walks the pats at night, runs 
through the woods and has even been 
seen at the beach. Many of you know 
who it is I am talking about, the man 
who wears all black and carries a 
candle in his hands that never seems 
to blow out even on the windiest 
nights. 

I have seen this ghost a few 
times, not really paying any attention 
to it., until last week. As I walked the 
path, a person came out of the woods 
carrying some sort of light in his 
hands. He ran right in front of me and 
proceeded to jump off the cliff to- 
ward the water. When I went to see 
what it was, there was no sign of the 
person or the light. It took a lot of 
research into the history of Lauren- 
tian and the surrounding area, but I 
was able to find out many facts on the 
story of Richard Avery. Many people 
were quick to cover up the story or 
deny it completely, but area sources 
have given me the information I 
needed to bring you the myth of Ri- 
chard's untimely death. 

It was Devil's Night, 1967, 
and the pub was having one of it's Pre 
Hallowe'en parties. Everyone was 
dressed up in costumes celebrating 
the Day of the Dead, and the up 
coming All Hallow's Eve. There was 
drinking, live music, prizes for the 
best costumes, bobbing for body parts 
and other pub games for the students. 
It just seemed like an ordinary party 
night at the pub. 

Around 11:30 a group of 
friends decided to leave the pub early 
and take their dates for a walk along 
the dark and eerie paths of Lauren- 
tian. The group of six, as legend has 



it, ended up on the small cliffs over 
looking the beach just off the back 
path. The guys, including Richard, 
were telling stories trying to scare 
their dates. The guys started messing 
around and were threatening to throw 
their dates and each other off the cliff 
as a sacrifice to the dead. The girls 
screamed as the guys proceeded to 
push each other and chant to the sup- 
posed spirits surrounding them. All 
six had quite abittodrink that evening, 
and not knowing what they were ac- 
tually doing, one of the boys (who 
requested to remain nameless in this 
article) shoved Richard off the cliff. 

As Richard struck bottom, it 
is believed that he died instantly. The 
girls went crazy as the guys tried to 
climb down to the lifeless body. In 
the drunken state they were in, they 
could not reach Richard. Not know- 
ing what to do, or how they were 
going to explain it to the university, 
they all returned to their residence, 
vowing to each other not to say a 
word to anyone. Three days later 
Richard's' body was found by a stu- 
dent walking to school through the 
back path. The university and local 
police (who had no comment for this 
article) conducted a search to find out 
exactly what happened. The true story 
was never recovered and it was 
thought that Richard went for a walk 
alone, and in an impaired state, fell 
off the cliff to his death. 

It was one year later when 
Richard's girlfriend, Julie, returned 
to the scene that the truth came out. 
Julie had heard stories about a person 
who supposedly walks the paths of 
the campus every night dressed in all 
black. She was positive it was Rich- 
ard and wanted to see him again. The 
story differs from many sources at 
this point since there was never an 
actual eye witness that would come 
forward. It is believed that Julie re- 
turned on Devil's Night. As she 
walked to the edge of the cliff that 
claimed her boyfriend one year ear- 
lier, she placed a candle on the edge 
and lit it to let Richard know she had 
returned. No one knows for sure if 
Richard appeared to Julie or not, but 
she either leapt, fell or was pushed to 
her death from the exact spot as her 
boyfriend one year earlier. 

The main legend (from 
sources close to the area at the time) 
tells that Julie saw Richard, and over- 
come with fear and guilt, fell to her 




death below. Richard, not being able 
to reach her in time, picked up the 
candle and went to the bottom of the 
cliff to try to help her. It was no use, as 
Julie had died instantly. Richard never 
got to tell Julie that his death was not 
her fault, and now walks the paths of 
Laurentian trying to find her spirit 
amongst the living. 

Over the years, the story has 
been buried by the university. Many 
students have come forward trying to 
find out who it is haunting the paths, 
but are just told they are imagining 
things. The police file and coroners 
records on both deaths are locked up 
beyond the reach of civilians. No one 
in the area will actually admit to know- 
ing facts on the story, but some were 
willing to point me in the right direc- 
tion. 

Many students (who wish to 
remain nameless), and even I, have 
seen Richard walking the paths at 
night. Sometimes he will avoid peo- 
ple by darting into the woods and 
watching them from behind the trees, 
and sometimes he will walk right up 
to, and even through the person, try- 
ing to find the lost soul of Julie. Dev- 
il's Night is the night when Richard 
can be seen atop the cliff, holding his 
lit candle high above his head. But as 
legend has it, to this day you could be 
walking the paths at night and find out 
you are not alone. Richard is not there 
to harm you, he is just searching the 
lonely paths. Next time you walk the 
paths at night, be aware, somewhere 
Richard is watching, looking out for 
the soul of his lost love, Julie!

Friday's game was largely 
disappointing. The Vees seemed un- 
able to mesh for much of the game. 
Poor defense and a lackluster offense 
kept the Vees from gaining a clear 
advantage. Despite leading by as 
much as 1 1 points during the game. 
Lakchead kept rallying and taking 
the lead for brief intervals.

The game began with 
Lakchead jumping to an early lead.

When 
they did, it was generally success- 
ful, ifonlyforawhile.lt seemed that 
every time the Vees held the lead for 
more than a few minutes, the offense 
began to sputter. Turnovers and un- 
necessary fouls plagued the team 
and gave Lakehcad opportunities to 
come back. By the end of the half. 
Laurcntian was leading by a slim 
margin of 34-3 1 . 

The second half began with 
Laurcntian showing a little more 
life. They executed relatively well 
and even expanded their lead a little. 
Unfortunately, the problems they 
experienced in the first half began to 
reappear. Turnovers and fouls 
plagued the struggling Vees. 
Lakchead even regained the lead for 
a while before Laurentian came 
back. The game went down to the 
wire. With 1:15 to go in the game, 
Laurentian and Lakchead were tied 
at 72-72. A lay-up by Ted 
Donglemans put the Vees up by 
two. With 30.5 seconds left, 
Lakchead guard Carlo Zoffranien 
was fouled. He scored on both of his 
foul shots. t\ ins the game vet again. 



The game continued as a tie until, with 
4.5 seconds left, Vees center Ted 
Donglemans sunk one of two foul shots 
to give the Vees their 75-74 victory. 

Vees forward and Molson's 
Athlete of the Game, Adam Dusome, 
thought that they "shot the ball horri- 
bly. Usually we're known for shooting 
the three or shooting jumpers, but now 
we've a lot more big guys so we can 
pull out a game like this even when 
we're not shooting too well. We're 
happy with the win, but not happy with 
the way we won." 

Vees guard Shawn Swords 
summed it up when he said that it was 
"a little ugly. . . I think it shows that 
there is still abunch of guys on the team 
who are still trying to adjust to a new 
style of play. I think, without a doubt, 
that we're more talented this year than 
last year but it 's a different kind of sty le 
of play." 

Saturday 

Cory Bailey's prophecy came 
true. The night before, following Lau- 
rentian's tight victory over the 
Lakchead NorWestcrs, Bailey stated 
that "tomorrow night the game should 
be totally different." 

Well, the game was different. 
Incredibly so. On Saturday, the 
Voyageurs walked onto the court a 
changed team. Team is the key word. 
The Voyageurs worked as a unit, run- 
ning circles around the Nor'Wcstcrs. 
Combining flashy playmaking and 
solid defense, there was no doubt that 
the Vees were out to redeem them- 
selves for last night's listless playing. 
Redeem themselves they did. Leading 
for almost all of the game, the Vees 
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trounced Lakehead by a score of 95- 
59. 

"1 think the key was the 
defense and the defensive rebound- 
ing," say Coach Campbell. "I think 
at one point when we started to sub- 
stitute pretty freely, we were still up 
30 or 32 points and we had played 
thirty minutes of the game. I think, 
for this team to be successful, that's 
how we have to play. Bailey and 
Swords have to come back and look 
after our boards and our defensive 
intensity has to pick up. I thought 
tonight they did a terrific job of that. 
We ran the ball more and we moved 
the ball well." 

"With our newfound height 
we want to concentrate on rebound- 
ing," says guard Jason Hurley. "We 
didn't do that last night and we had a 
close game. Tonight we concentrated 
on defensive rebounding and started 
from there." 

Kevin "Flash" Gordon 
thought that "we played a very strong 
game today. . . We got transitions 
going. Amazing defense, finally and 
we got the boards. That was the most 
important thing because yesterday 
we weren't grabbing any boards at 
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all." 

You've got to give Lakehead 
some credit, though. They did man- 
age to keep the game close, for the 
first five minutes of the game, that is. 
After that it was all Vees. The tight 
Voyageurdefense virtually shutdown 
the Lakehead offense. No matter how 
hard they tried, the Nor'Wcstcrs 
couldn't find a hole in the Laurentian 
defense. This is what won the game 
for the Vees. By the end of the half 
Laurentian was leading by acomfort- 
able margin of 23 points (45-22). 

The second half saw the Vees 
steadily increasing their lead. De- 
spite a little bit of sloppy playing in 
the first few minutes of the half, the 
visibly dejected Lakehead side were 
stymied for much of the half. At one 
point, late in the half, Laurentian's 
lead even topped forty points. Al- 
though Lakehead attempted a small 
rally in the last minute of play, it was 
obvious that the game was a rout. 
Shawn Swords was named the 
Molson's Athlete of the Game. 
The Vees are playing in Victoria this 
weekend, but they will return on the 
weekend after to take part in the 
Voyageur Invitational Tournament. 
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
